Since implementation of. the 
program, a group of area resi- 
dents led by precinct committee- 
man Gertrude Barkley has been 
extremely vocal in expressing its 

sition to curbside pickup. 
he residents say stronger 


enforcemept of city ordinances, 
rather than changing the loca- 
tion of garbage collection, is the 
real solution to the problem of 
filthy alleys. They say alleys 
were created for garbage collec- 
tion and that c1 ide pickup is 
unsightly and an inconvenience 
for many elderly citizens. 

While some aldermen praised 
Cruse for the decision, other 
aldermen said the decision is “‘a 
step backward" for the city, and 
that Cruse “‘caved in to a spe- 
cial-interest group.” 

Cruse denied that his decision 
had anything to do with political

Judge orders site

The file on the Mitchell Auto 
Mart got a little thicker last 
week following a judge’s second 
court order to clean up the site. 

Associate Judge Daniel J. 
Stack denied a motion last week 
from property owner Paul Gain 
to vacate a judgment from last 
August ordering the cleanup and 
fining Gain $500. 

Instead, Stack issued a new 
court order calling for the 
removal of all violations from 
the property, including all cars 
and any items of junk, trash or 
auto parts, within 60 days. 

The site, at the corner of Len- 


nox Avenue and Chain of Rocks 
Road, is a former car lot. 

Gain had operated a car lot 
there from 1969 until 1980. Gain’s 
Special-use permit to run the 
business was revoked by the 
county last February. 

If “Gain does not comply, 
Stack’s order allows the county 
to go onto the property, clean it 
up and bill Gain for the work. 

Non-compliance could also 
result in further fines against 
Gain, Stack’s order said. 

“He has to remove each and 
every item or we'll find someone 
to do it and bill him,” said Mad- 
ison County State’s Attorney Wil- 
liam Haine.- “‘We will be down 
there and it will be’ done.

Drugs are stealing the future 


The 15 area sixth pee in this week’s ‘‘Youth Focus”’ in 
the Press-Record all agree there is a drug abuse problem. 

‘If this wasn’t bad enough, tied to the sixth-grade view of the 
problem are words like ‘‘murder,”’ “kidnapping,” “‘killings,”’ 
“shooting,” ‘‘stealing’’ and ‘‘dead.”” 

Reading these answers should send chills up and:down our 
spine. The biggest moral dilemma these 11- and 12year-olds 
should be facing is listening to a dirty joke or, for the truly 
incorrigible, sneaking a cigarette. 

Instead they worry about, ‘“People are shooting people for 
drugs, and even their mothers and fathers. They are killing 
teachers, and robbing stores. They are breaking in people’s 
houses and shooting innocent kids.”’ 

Those three short sentences describe the destruction of 
authority (mother, father, teachers), capitalism (stores), 
property (people's houses), privacy (breaking in) and family 
(mother, father, kids). In other words, the destruction: 9 of 
society as we know it. 

Crack cocaine is succeeding where militarism, fastism and 
communism failed — itis destroying Ameritan society. 

We have all heard the horror stories of how far drugs have 
led to the fall of the once-rich, once-powerful and once-re- 
spected. Sad as those stories are, they don’t represent the 
real horror of the drug problem. 

Is there an 18-year-old out there who, if he or she weren’t 
hooked on drugs, would have discovered -the cure for cancer? 
What about the 15-year-old on track to find a cheap replace- 
ment for fossil fuels who will instead discover crack next 

ear? 

We will never know how much of the future we h: 
forfeited already. The amount we may forfeit in the future 
inestimable. 

None of the 15 sixth graders questioned this week plan to 
use, or even try, drugs. 

If we believe in our way of life, we owe it to these children, 
and to ourselves, to see that they still feel the same way in 
three, five, 10 and even 50 years. To do that, we must be 
willing to outspend, in time, effort and money, the drug 
dealers. 

Otherwise, America as we know it will be destroyed just as 
surely as it would have been if we lost World War I, World 
War I1 or the Cold War.

Borrowing, tax 
increase needed 


(The following was written by 
Steve Culen, executive director 
of Council 31, American Federa- 
tion of State, County and Munici- 
pal Employees. AFSCME repre- 
sents 45,000 state employees, 
more than two-thirds of the state 
work force. It is written in the 
form of an open letter to Gov. 
Jim Edgar.) 

Dear Gov. Edgar: 
A litde more than 12 months 
ago, the voters elected you gov- 
ernor of Illinois despite the fact 
that, unlike your opponent, you 
told them forthrightly that you 
believed it was necessary to 
make the temporary income tax 
surcharge permanent. 

There is little doubt that their 
positive response then was due 
as much to your candor as to 
the substance of your position. 

Your subsequent actions in 
office have demonstrated you 
place a high value on that public 
trust. You stood up for the 
income tax extension, but you 
also took a ‘strong stand against 
any further tax increases or 
long-term borrowing, even 
though the alternative was 
major cuts in programs. 

. However important the quali 
ties of steadfastness and tenacity 
are for a governmental leader — 
and they certainly are very 
important — they are not the 
only necessary characteristics. 

The ability to adapt to chang- 

ing circumstances in order to 
meet the challenges they present 
also is essential. 
We understand that you feel it 
is vital to keep your pledges not 
to raise taxes or borrow money 
in order to keep faith with the 
voters. However, it is precisely 
because you have demonstrated 
that you are a man of your word 
that you do have the ability to 
speak directly to Illinois citizens 
and to tell them the truth. 

And the truth is that Illinois is 
facing a‘ fiscal crisis that even 
the mest pessimistic forecasters 
did not predict when you pledged 
not to raise taxes. 

The truth is that state govern- 
ment already is borrowing on a 
massive scale. It is borrowing 
from -the hospitals, nursing 
homes and pharmacies that it 
owes tens of millions of dollars 
in overdue bills. Many of them 
may be forced to shut down per- 
manently as a result. 

It is borrowing from the state 
employees whose health insur- 
ance claims are going unpaid. It 
is borrowing from Illinois’ public 
aud private universities by fail- 

to pay money owed for state 
larships. 

The truth is that making cuts 
of th the magnitude required to 
bring this budget back into bal- 
‘ance will seriously damage our 
educational system and will
